REDUCING RAILROAD EXPENSES 
AND FREIGHT CHARGES. 

A good illustration of the great reduction 
in railroad freight rates is furnished by a 
report of the New York Central Railroad. 

This line carried 2,765,546,tons of freight 
during the year 1871-72, on which it earned 
$9,530,734 97. 

During the year 1877-78 it carried 5,118,- 
596 tons of freight, on which it earned 812, 
543,190 38. 

The increase in earnings is by no means 
proportionate with the increase of ton- 
nage. 

The profit per ton per mile in 1872. was 
49 cents; the profit per ton per mile in 1878 
Was 32 cents. 

But there has been a great reduction in

expenses. 

The expense per ton per mile in 1872 

was $1 12; the expense per ton per mile in 
1878 was 59 cents. 
The percentage of reduction in earnings 
since 1871 is 42 7-10, but the percentage of 
reduction in expenses for the same time is 
47 3-10. 

So that what this road has lost in reduc- 
tion of freight charges it has more than 
saved in the reduction of expenses. 

As long as a railroad can make money by 
reducing its charges and its expenses, no- 
body can reasonably object.

Ihe profound sensation created by the pois- 
oning of Mr. Wheeler’s family in West Forty- 
third street, and the death of Mr. George 
Wheeler, bas by no means subsided. The 
discovery yesterday of two more families who 
were poisoned in the same way greatly inten- 
sifies public interest. So far as could be 
learned yesterday by diligent inquiry there 
were fifteen persons poisoned by eating pastry 
bought on Saturday night, November 15, and 
one other person in the neighborhood is dan- 
gerously ill with precisely similar symptoms, 
though the family and tae physicians in this 
case are unable to trace the sickness to the 
same cause. 

The details in the case of Mr. Wheeler’s 
family, in which occurred the only death that 
has ensuedthus far, will be remembered by 
the reader as well as those of the poisoning of 
the Mulvay family, published yesterday. 
When the poisoning first became known to the 
public it was thought strange that damage 
sheuld have been done by only the single pie 
bought by Mrs. Wheeler out of the number 
which were sold at Schinkel’s bakery on the 
Saturday night in question, and it was 
shrewdly surmised that some accident might 
have happened tothat particular pie. The 
discovery afterward made by Dr. Purdy, the 
physician attending the Wheelers, that un- 
other pie had done precisely similar imjury to 
the Mulvay family, made it exceedingly likely 
that still other cases would be discovered, and 
that instead of the seven sufferers who were 
known there might be seventeen or seventy 
in the neighborhood.

LORD LORNE’S ROYAL WIFE. 


A Rumor in Canada that She Will 
Become a Catholic. 


The Statement Made in a Montreal Pulpit on 
the Authority of a British Journal, but 
Net as Yet Otherwise Corroborated. 


From the New York Sun.] 

MONTREAL, November 24.—The anniversa- 
ry services of the Reformed Episcopal Church 
of the Beaver Hall Anglican jurisdiction was 
held Sunday. The church has been in exist- 
ence over two years. A year ago the church 
divided, one-half acknowledging the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, the other that of 
the Reformed Church of England. At the 
servicés of the latter on Sunday the rector, 
the Rev. B. B. Usher, M. D., preached 
a special sermon before a crowded 
congregation, in which he fully explained 
the platform of the R. E. Church, 
and its reasons for leaving the. parent body. 
He referred to the Romanizing tendencies of 
the teachings and practice of the Anglican 
clergy, and read a quotation of a report in the 
London Daily News of the Church Congress in 
Swansea, Wales, where the Free Educational 
movement was vig®rously discountenanced by 
several speakers, Canon Gregory arguing that 
since the passing of the Educational act of 
1870 crime had rapidly increased, and drew 
the conclusion that the only outcome of the 
Board of Public Schools was increase in vice 
and crime. The statement was vigorously 
applauded by his fellow clergy. Mr. Usher, 
in the sermon of Sunday, drew the conclusion 
that the meaning of all this was that the 
Romish and Anglican clergy want to get the 
people back to ignorance. They are assuring 
the aristocracy of Europe that Socialism is 
the child of infidelity, and they are alarming 
them with hints of an overthrow of 
the power of the nobility. The consequence 
is that the aristocracy in England are daily 
linking hands with the priests of England, aud 
hence we have this effortto strike at ihe power 
of the masses. Jesuitism is at work,’’ con- 
tinued the preacher, and it has now come to 
light in a parish in England that persistent ef- 
forts are being made to induce females of the 
Church of England to become lay members of 
the Confraternity of the Blessed Sacrament. 
The startling information comes ina most re- 
liable publication that a Princess of the blood 
roval, Whose name is dear to us all is about 
to becomea Romanist. It comes tothe editor 
of the poper, upon authority of a well-known 
liomani-t priest, that the gathering into the 
feild of this distinguished personage will be 
publicly announced before twelve months are 
possed.*’ 

Much excitement has been caused 
among allofeeds by this statement, and 
sips are busv spreading rumors.

Historical Position of Palestine. 

The position of Palestine on the map of the 
world has fitted it and its successive peoples 
fora remarkable place in history. Here is a 
little couatry, with only 8,000 miles, or 2,000 
less than our State of Vermont, which, if we 
measure it by the scopeof its history, the re- 
mote antiquity of its literature, and the great 
forces it has started into irresistible move- 
ment, we must place among the foremost in 
the ancient family of nations. It is practi- 
cally the meeting-place of three continents— 
Africa, Asia and Europe. If Belgium is the 
cockpit or Europe,’’ where many of the ehief 
battles of modern times have been fought, 
Palestine holds the same relation to the an- 
cient world. Her plain of €sdraelon has been 
the battle-ground of nations and civilizations 
from Abraham’s day to Napoleon Bona- 
parte’s. This little country was the pathway 
of the nations on land, while on the sea it was 
her Phoenicia which planted’ colonies all 
around the shores of the Mediterranean, cre- 
ated Carthage, rival of Rome, and dared to 
send her ships as far north as Britain. There 
is something, too, akin to magnetism in this 
wonderful little land. It gave a certain meas- 
ure of historical importance, and, indeed, of 
immortality,to every people and land it touch- 
ed. Take from our knowledge of Egyptian 
history all we have learned from the Mosaic 
narrative, and there willbe a marvelous di- 
minution of the fund. It is only where As- 
syria in the early day came into relations with 
Syria that we get something of a definite 
knowledge of that great oriental power. We 
find Rawlinson, in his Five Monarchies,’’ 
and Wilkinson, in his ‘‘Manners and Customs 
of the Egyptians,’’ constantly appealing to 
and leaning onthe scripture history, in or- 
der to treat the subject in hand 
in consecutive form. It is 
Palestine that brings all great ancient coun- 
tries within our vision. Itis our best tele- 
scope for a view of the remote past. We read 
the fortunes of other peoples through her. 
Of right she did not possess the Greek lan- 
guage. It was foisted upon her through Alex- 
ander’s conquest, and yet so carefully did she 
learn the newtongue that it became the re- 
ceptacle for the new faith from Him of Naza- 
reth, aad the medium of its communication to 
the remotest shores known to men. Palestine 
long resisted Rome, and finally suffered des- 
truction through Titus. Her acres and faith 
were bartered like a piece of merchandise,and 
were, in turn, owned by Canaanite, Jew, 
Assyrian, Greek, Syrian, Maccabwan and Ro- 
man. But in three centuries we find Bethle- 
hem supplanting Rome. Christianity held 
the sceptre on the Seven Hills, and paganism 
became a thing of the country village, or pa- 
gus.—[Harper’s Magazine for December.

The young fellow turned sharply upon me, 
as the gondol@ drifted away in the sunset. and 
said: It is astonishing that you have not 
meWher before!“ He said it with an air ot 
reproof that thrilled me with joy. If there is 
one thing that I enjoy more than another it is 
a bitter reproof—1 would go out of my way to 
secure one, just for a relish—so I smiled ami- 
ably and lay back among the cushions, while 
we drifted farther and farther awaytfrom the 
enchantress who had bidden us to dinner on 
the day following. My chum and I had dined 
early, and we were taking the. air on the la- 
goon, as was ourcustom. Venice is never 
lovelier than at sunset iy mild weather. We 
were floating idly enough, for.

WITCH BURNING IN RUSSIA. 


Strange Story of Fanaticism—A Village 
Girl Burned Because She was Thought 
to Have the Evil Eye. 

[From the Londen Standard. } 

BERLIN, November7.—The following is the 
full history of aremarkable case which has 
recently occurred in Russia. Agrafena Ignat- 
jewa was, as a child, simple and amiable, 
neither sharper nor more stupid than all the 
other girls of her native village, Wratschewo, 
in the government of Novgorod. But the 
people of the place having, from her early 
youth, made up their miuds that she had the 
„evil eye,“ nothing could eradicate 
that impression. Being branded with 
this reputation, it naturally followed 
that powers of divination and enchantment 
were attributed to her, incluaing the ability 
to afflict both menand animals with various 
plagues and sicknesses. In spite, however, of 
the supernatural skill with which she was 


credited she met with no suitor save a poor 
soldier. She accepted him gladly, and going 
with him, shortly after her marriage, to St. 
Petersburg, Wratschewo lost sight of her for 
some twelve years. She was, however, by no 
means forgotten there; for when, after the 
death of her husband, she again betook her- 
self tothe home of her childhood, she found 
that her old reputation still clung to her. The 
news of her return spread like wildfire, and 
general disaster was anticipated from her in- 
jurious spelis. This, however, was, 
from fear, talked of only be. 

hind her back, and dread. of ker 

at length reached such a pitch that the viliag- 

ers and their wives sent her presents and as- 

sisted her in every way. hoping theretf to get 

into her good graces and so escape being pric- 

ticed upon By her infernal arts. As she was 

now fifty years of age, somewhat weakly, and 

therefore unable to earn a living, these atten- 

tions were by no means unwelcome, and she 

therefore did nothing to disabuse her ncigh- 

bors’ minds. Their superstition enabled her 

to live comfortably and without care, and she 

knew very well that any assurances she might 

give would not have produced the slightest 

effect. A short time after her return to 

Wratschewo several women fellill. This was 

of course laid at the door of Ignatjewa, par- 

ticularly as one of these women, the dauchter 

of a peasant, had been attacked immediately 

after beiug refused a slight favor by her. 

Whenever any misfortune whatsoever hap- 

pened inthe village all fingers pointed to 

Ignatjewa as the source of it. At the begin- 

ning of the present year a dismissed soldier. in 

the interest of the community, actually ineti- 

tuted criminal proceedings agaiost her before 

the loeal urjadnik, the chief of the police of 
the district, the immediate charge preferred 
being that she had bewitched his wife. 

THE VILLAGERS GROW EXCITED. 

‘Meanwhile the feeling in the village against 
her became so intensified that it was resolved 
by the people, pending the decision on the 
complaint that had been lodged, to take the 
law into their hands so far as to fasten her up 
in her cottage. ‘The execution of this resolve 
was not delayed a moment. Led by Kauschin, 
Nikisorow, Starovij and an old man of seven- 
ty. one Schipensk, whose wife and daughters 
were at the time supposed to be suffering from 
witehecraft, a crowd of villagers set out on the 
way to Ignatjewa’s dwelling. Nikisorow had 
prov d himself with hammer and nails, and 
Iwanow with some chips of pine wood to 
smoke out the bad spirits.“ Finding the 
cottage door locked, they beat it in, and while 
aportion ofthem nailed up the windows the 
remainder crowded in and announced to the 
terrified woman that by unanimous decision 
she was, fer the present, to be kept fast- 
ened up in her house. Some of them then 
proceeded to look through the rooms, where 
they found, unfortunately, several bottles 
containing medicaments. Believing these to 
be enchanted potions, and, therefore, conclu- 
sive proofs of Ignatjewa’s guilt, it was de- 
cided, on the suggestion of XNikisorow, to 
burn ber and her devilish work there and 
then. We must put an end to it,“ shouted 
the peasants in chorus; if we let her off now 
we sball be bewitched one and all.“ Kaus- 
chin, who held in his hand alighted chip of 
pine wood. which he had used **to smoke out 
the spirits“ and to light him about the prem- 
ises, instantly applied it to a bundle of straw 
lying ina room, after which all hastily left. 
Ignatjewa attempted in vain to follow them. 
The agonized woman then tried to get out at 
the windows, but these were already nailed 
up. In front of the cettage stood the people, 
blankly staring at the spreading flames and 
listening to the cries of their victim without 
moving « muscle. 

BURNING TIER UP. 

At this point Iguatjewa’s brother came on 
the seene, and ran toward the cottage to res- 
cue his sister. But a dozen arms held him 
back. Don't let her out.“ shouted the ven- 
erable Schipensk, the husband and father of 
the bewitched women; I'll answer for it.“ 
„That we won't, father; we have put up with 
her long enough,“ replied one of the band. 
»The Lord be praised !’’ exclaimed another, 
let her, burn away;she bewitched my daugh- 
ters, too.“ The little room in which Ignat- 
jewa had taken refuge was not as yet reached 
by thr fire. Appeals were made to her to 
confess herself a with, the brother joining, 
yrobably in the hope that if she did so her 
ire might be spared. ‘*But lam entirely 
innocent, the poor woman cried out. One of the 
bystanders—apparently the only one in posses- 
sion of bis tive senses—made another attempt 
at rescue, but was bindered by the mob. He 
then in loud tones warned them ofthe pun- 
isbment which would certainly await them, 
but in vain: no attention was paid to him. 
On the contrary the progress of the flames not 
appearing rapid enough, it was endeavored 
to accelerate them by shoving the snow from 
the roof and loosening the framework. The 
fire now extended rapidly, one beam after 
another blazed up, and at len@®h the roof 
fell in on the wretched woman. The ashes 
smouldered the whole night. On the follow, 
ing morning nothing was found remaining but 
the charred bones of Ignatjewa. The idea 
now, it would seem, occurred to the murder- 
ers that perhaps, after all, their action had 
not been altogether lawful. They accordingly 
resolved to bribe the local au- 
thority. who had already viewed 
the scene of the affair, to hushit up. 
For tbis purpose they made a collection and 
handed him the preceeds—twenty-one rubles 
ninety copecks. To their astonishment, he 
did not accept the money.but at once reported 
the horrible aoe to his superior officer, Six- 
teen of the villazcrs were, in consequence, 
brought up for trial at Ted before th 
District Court of Novgorod off the chargé o 
murdering Agrafena Fenatjewa in the manner 
above described. After a protracted hearing 
with jury the following result was arrived at: 
Kauschin, who had first set fire to the build- 
ing; Starovij,who had assisted in accelerating 
the burning, and Nikisorow, the prime mover 
in the matter,who had nailed up the windows, 
were found guilty and sentenced by the J udge 
to some slight ecclesiastical penance, while 
the remaining thirteen, including the aged 
Schipensk—who had used bis influence to pre- 
vent a rescue—went scot free.
